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New Building for Post Office 
Delayed ‘til Covenant Resolved

Greenbelt postal workers at 
the Roosevelt Center post office 
expressed disappointment when 
they learned that federal con- 
struction funds for the pro- 
jected new post office building 
at the corner of Hanover Park- 
way and Ora Glen Drive (be- 
hind the Banc | building) had 
been shifted from fiscal year 
1999 to fiscal year 2000, post- 
poning construction of the new 
facility. The delay results from 
unresolved litigation over the 
land in question. In the words 
of John Turpin of the U.S. 
Postal Service’s Facilities De- 
partment: “We have a contract 
[for the land] but have not 
closed on acquisition. There is 
one minor title question.” This 
question concerns a unilateral 
covenant placed on the property 
in 1991 by former owner Green 
Ora Limited Partnership, which 
would permit only office devel- 
opment on the site. Gary 
Modjeska of Green Ora and the 
Midland Company claims that 
the unilateral covenant placed 
on Lot 2, where the post office 
would be built, runs with the 
land, even though Green Ora 
lost the property when Madison 
National Bank, their lender, 
was taken over in 1994 by the 
FDIC. The FDIC then sold the 
land. 

Although earlier land cov- 
enants had always been signed 
by both the owner and the city, 
the City of Greenbelt and BJB

On June 10, the Greenbelt 
Nursery School and Kindergar- 
ten met with the Greenbelt City 
Council during a worksession to 
pursue ways of reducing the 
school’s operating expenses. 

Board members told council 
that the school began accumu- 
lating a near-$14,000 deficit 
since last year, but the deficit 
has been covered by the 
school’s reserve funds. This 
deficit is due in part to the 
higher cost of renting three 
classrooms in the Greenbelt 
Community Center for $1,830 a 
month versus the $600 they had 
paid when the school occupied 
the Greenbelt Community 
Church until 1995, the board 
said. The other problem is that 
the school space is not being 
used to capacity. School Direc- 
tor Pat Schreiber said the 
school had tried a variety of 
methods to get parents to enroll 
their children in programs other 
than those in the morning so 
that the whole school would be 
in use. 

“Generally, our afternoon 
classes are second choice at 
best,” said Schreiber. However, 


Associates LC, the present own- 
ers of the post office site, 
wanted to remove this restric- 
tion. They therefore filed suit 
in Upper Marlboro’s Circuit 
Court against Green Ora, chal- 
lenging its right to impose a 
unilateral covenant. Later the 


No date has been set for a 
hearing 





U.S. Postal Service also joined 
the suit. (BJB Associates is a 
limited liability company whose 
parent company is reportedly 
the Peterson Companies.) No 
date has been set for a hearing 
on the request of the city and 
BJB for summary judgment. 

In describing summary judg- 
ment, Bruce Marcus, attorney 
for BJB, explained, “All the pa- 
pers (in the case) will show 
only a legal issue needs to be 
resolved.... This can be 
achieved without the need for a 
full trial.” The judge in the 
case will either grant or deny 
the Motion for Summary Judg- 
ment. Any of the parties could 
then appeal the judge’s deci- 
sion. 

History 

In 1987, four years before 
the unilateral covenant, Mid- 
land and the Rubin Company 
constructed Commerce Center 
Office Building I on Lot 1. 
This is located at the corner of 
Hanover Parkway . and 
Greenbelt Road, just north of 


in another attempt, the school 
will move the kindergarten 
class from the morning to the 
afternoon for the 2000-2001 
school year. The board also 
decided to ask council to help 
the school by reducing its rent 
to $1,500, waiving the $50-per- 
hour fee for using the commu- 
nity center gym for fundraisers, 
and including a $120 bi-weekly 
cleaning service. 

Prior to its meeting with 
council, Schreiber said the 
school had already decreased 
the staff by attrition, cut the 
cost of field trips, reduced ex- 
penses for the school’s library, 
and added extra fundraisers. At 
present, the school operates 
solely on money it receives 
from tuition and fundraising. 
The school also takes part in 
several recycling programs and 
receipt programs with local 
grocery stores, (see box on 
page 9). 

Mayor Judith Davis sug- 
gested the school might have 
an alumni or founder’s day to 
raise funds. “There are enough 
people in this area that have 
ties (to the school),” she said. 
“Just try it and see.” 





Lot 2, the proposed post office 
tract. Midland also built Com- 
merce Center II on Lot 3, lo- 
cated southeast of Lot 2. 
Green Ora’s Modjeska contends 
that a post office facility on 
Lot 2 between the two office 
buildings would lower the 
value of the surrounding office 
building properties. 

He told the News Review 
that he had envisioned that 
NYLCARE, now housed in 
Commerce Center II, would ex- 
tend its campus to Lot 2. 
However, NYLCARE was ac- 
quired by Aetna on July 15, 
1998 and is now expected to 
move elsewhere in the county. 
The City of Greenbelt argues 
that the unilateral covenant 
signed only by the developer 
should be set aside because it 
violates earlier covenants and 
amendments signed by the city 
and the then-developer. 

The original covenants, 
signed in 1985 by Smith- 
Ewing, the developer at the 
time, and the Greenbelt City 
Council, spelled out the types 
of development permitted on 
each of the three lots, but then 
offered the right of substitution 
based on traffic generation. 
This action was taken because 
the properties were zoned 
Commercial Shopping Center, 
which neither the developer nor 
city desired.

The July 12 regular city coun- 
cil meeting featured two presen- 
tations considered beneficial to 
the city. Greenbelt’s security is- 
sues were addressed as five new 
police officers were sworn in. 
The second presentation featured 
a program highlighting historical 
landmarks in Greenbelt and sur- 
rounding areas often overlooked. 

The newly appointed police 
officers, Beatrice Sullivan, 
Michael Downey, Louis 
Gonzales, Craig Caiton, and 
Randy Marks, had gone through 
a rigorous process before being 
hired.

First Run Movies Need 
Big Audience to Profit

Theatre owner Paul Sanchez is 
hoping movie goers will come to 
the Greenbelt Theatre to see newly 
released movies rather than going 
to other cinemas to view them. 

In May, “A Midsummer Night’s 
Dream” ran in the historical movie 
house at the same time it opened 
across the country, and nearly 
3,000 people saw it in old 
Greenbelt. In the past, the theatre 
got movies weeks after showing 
elsewhere. However, Sanchez said 
despite doing more business, he is 
paying out more money. 

With the older movies, Sanchez 
said the theatre normally would 
give the movie distributor 30% to 
35% of the box office sales. Now, 
he has to agree to show a new 
movie for a month no matter how 
it fares in Greenbelt and pay a de- 


scending percentage to the dis- 
tributor for each week: 70%, 
60%, 50%, and 40%. Also with 
the first-run movies, the theatre’s 
advertising expenses have in- 
creased for it to appear in the 
“Washington Post.” 

“It’s probably a break-even 
situation,” he said about the rev- 
enues for a “Midsummer.” 
“{But] if you try to build a busi- 
ness up, you've got to take a 
chance on it.” 

So Sanchez took another 
chance on the new movie, “An 
Ideal Husband.” A little more 
than 1,500 people turned out to 
see the movie in its first week. 
With two more remaining, 
Sanchez is hoping the theatre 
will attract even more movie 
goers. He added, 

“Time will tell.”
